There would also be room for 
various accessory gentry ... some 
safe and sane scientists to invent bet- 
ter poison gas and to harmonize sci- 
ence with useful superstition.

Not that this fantasy would ever be 
realized, for, as I have shown, eugenics 
under our social system cannot work.” 

Then, near the end of the treatise: 
“Only the impending revolution in 
our economic will bring us in- 
to a position where we can properly 
judge, from a truly social point of 
view, what characters are most 
worthy of a man...” and then: 
“. .. the day was soon coming when 
there would be fundamental econo- 
mic and social changes, which would 
utterly change the complexion of 
eugenic problems. But in our day 
the handwriting on the wall is mani- 
fest, and they are fools who blind 
themselves to it. Let us rather pre- 
pare with open eyes to face our new 
problems. ‘There is no use in argu- 
ing about the effects in a hundred 
years or more, of the continued dif- 
ferential reproduction of different 
classes, when the very basis for the 
existence of these classes as such will 
soon be swept away...”

Robs Its Workers 
For Charity Drive

DETROIT, Mich.—The Detroit City 
Gas Co., one of the public utilities in 
this city, decided to put some men to 
work, which is very much out of the 
ordinary. The work is to give each 
gas-user an individual line. Many 
gas users have individual lines, but 
in many cases there are as Many as 
four or five houses on one line. This 
is to prevent the leakage of one gas 
line from affecting many houses, at 
one time. 

I asked the foreman of one partic- 
ular job being done, and he said it 
was just to give the men work. But 
the utility bosses knew that they 
could save profits by having this kind 
of work done in this part of the 
year when the campaign for the De- 
troit Community Fund has just been 
launched under the hypocritical slo- 
gan, “help them hold on.”
